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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

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It appears that the Specification, omits headings for "BACKGROUND OF THE 
INVENTION" and "BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION." Applicant should provide 
these headings, where appropriate. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 3, "fee" 
should read -free-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 and 19-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-10, in claim 1 , line 8 the limitation "said one roller" is 
ambiguous since it is not clear as to which of the three roller units (where on the leg 
portion or backbone portion), Applicant intends to be a reforming roller. Claims 2-10 
depend form claim 1 and therefore are also indefinite. 

Regarding claims 19-21, these claims, which depend from claims 12 and 14, are 
directed to "An apparatus," rather than a method required by claim 12 or 14. 
Furthermore, claim 20 lacks antecedent basis for the limitation "said apparatus" in line 
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1, and claim 21 lacks antecedent basis for "said means" in line 1. It is believed that 
these claims should depend form claim 18, which provides for these limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 11-18 are allowed. 

5. Claims 1-10 and 19-21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record doe not teach or suggest a method or apparatus for 
reforming the free resinous lip portion of a seal comprising three rollers (two guide and a 
reforming) configured and operable as claimed, in combination with the other claimed 
subject matter.
